• LENIN'S PRINCIPLE of 
peaceful co-existence with all 
countries regardless of political, 
economic or social systems is the 
basis of all U.S.S.R. policy, accord- 
ing to Mitrofan Fedorin, First 
Secretary of the Russian embassy. 

Mr. Mitrofan spoke on "The 
U.S.S.R. Views the Middle East” 
at the International Relations club 
meeting last Wednesday night. 
Non-aggression, non-intervention 
in the internal affairs of Middle 
Eastern nations and mutual re- 
spect for the territorial integrity 
and sovereignty of these nations 
are the primary attitudes neces- 
sary for a peaceful settlement of 
the area's problems, Mr. Mitrofan 
said. He went on to cite treaties 
of trade, and economic and tech- 
nical assistance between the 
U.S.S.R. and various middle east- 
ern nations to show the good rela- 
tions that exist between Russia 
and the Middle and Near East. 

No Concesstaos 

The U.S.S.R. desires no special 
economic or political consideration 
or concessions from these nations, 
the First Secretary emphasized 
several times during his prepared 
address. "The Middle East can and 
must become a zone of peace, a 
zone free of nuclear weapons, a 
zone of neighborly friendliness and 
peace," Mr. Mitrofan said. He con-
